The Ohio had started to decline 
150 miles downstieam in the Cin­ 
cinnati area, where a crest of 69.2 
feet, 17.2 feet ab ov e flood stage, was 
reached a t 1 p. m, yesterday. 
The 
riv er remained stationary until late 
tn the night, when the slow drop 
started, and the Porum outh ci-si 
was expected to reach there too late 
to force the riv er up again, unless 
lurther rains fell. 
The Ohio crested at 42.6 feet— 
0.6 feet ab ov e flood stage—at East 
Liv erpool last night and was falling 
today a t a rate of .2 foot an hour.

First army infantrym en spanned the quarter-m ile wide riv er against 
rather light opposition b efore the startled G erm ans could grasp w hat 
had happened, Associated Press Correspondent Wes G allagher said. 
The surprise announcem ent was passed b y censors a t 5:55 tonight 
afte r 24 hours of security b lackout—used while ev ents of great im portance 
are shaping. 
O ther units of the First army captured half of the Rhine univ ersity 
city of Bonn (101,000) and half of nearb y Bad Godesb erg, where H itlef 
six years ago humb led the late Nev ille Cham b erlain b efore M unich. 
The Germ ans said the First arm y was w ithin 17 miles of form ing 
with the Third army near Cob lenz a trap on perhaps 50,000 G erm ans

Two 20-foot I5-year-old English 
walnut trees now' growing in the 
front yard of the home 
of 
FYed 
Theiss, 795 Newgarden st.. not only 
serve as a fond remembrance of the 
owner’s home town in Transylvania, 
but are now of vital interest to the 
M ahoning County Experim ent farm 
because of their rarity here. 
Known to be two of seven sim ilar ! 
plants in 
Ohio, 
the 
trees 
were ; 
brought into this country by Theiss 1 
when returning from a visit to hLs 
birthplace in 1 31, but it was be- 
lieved until recently they would not 
grow here. 
Five jike Theiss’, but reputedly 
not such good specimens, are in Al­ 
liance and are about the sam e age 
as the ones here. However, experts 
rom the experim ent farm have en­ 
couraged Theiss to propagate his 
rees and have offered to assist him 
with the care of them. 
The story is a short but interest­ 
ing one 
Theiss, who came to the United 
States originally in 1903, m ade a 
visit to his home in Transylvania, 
now part of Romania, in 1931. 
Planted In Front Yard 
He was seeking something there 
o remind him of his native coun­ 
try where he spent his childhood. 
The small trees, then five m onths 
old, seemed to be the answer so he 
brought them back. 
Brought into the country through 
the customs lines in tiny 12-inch 
wooden 
boxes, 
the 
trees 
were 
brought to Theiss’ home in Salem 
and planted in the front yard. 
“There,” Theiss says, “I felt that 
every m orning I could look out and 
see th at living remembrance of my 
childhood home.” He says he felt 
it was the m ost perfect treasure 
from Transylvania he could have 
gotten. 
The trees, now grown from 12 
inches to nearly 20 feet, survived the 
cold winters. They are now bearing 
nuts and Theiss collected 115 last 
ye8r. Of these he gave 12 to the 
state to further the propagation of 
a tree 
which 
experts 
hope 
will 
someday take the place of the ex­ 
tinct chestnut family. 
Win Acclaim 
The w alnuts produced by the tree 
are sim ilar to those raised in the 
warm th of California, except thai 
these are thinner-skinned and more 
desirable, experts say.

p artment by the U. S. Pu blic Health 
serv ice, together with a p hy sician 


' and technician, Dr. Heering ex ­ 
p lained.

hosp itals wou ld be checked first. 
Reams said the work wou ld p ro- 
i v ide information on which to base 
the dep artment's p ost-war institu ­ 
tional bu ilding p rogram.

cap acity of 5 5 0 at the Ohio State 
sanatoriu ms in Mt. Vernon for hou s­ 
ing tu bercu lar insane p atients.

Clark’s letters states that Lieu t.
